REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

Claims 7 and 16-20 have been revised to correct the dependency. Claim 2 has been 
revised to delete the alternative narrow range. Furthermore, the claims have been rewritten to 
place them in better form. 

The Examiner has rejected Claims 1 and 14 as being anticipated by Bonnet '620 and 
the remaining claims as obvious over Bonnet '620 combined with one of the secondary 
references. However, Bonnet '620 is not prior art to the present application because Gerhard 
Bonnet, the sole inventor in the '620 patent, is the sole inventor in the present application. 
Thus, Bonnet '620 is not a patent granted on an application for patent by "another". 

In view of the above, it is submitted that all of the claims are patentable under 
35 U.S.C. 102(e) and 103(a). 

With regard to the provisional double patenting rejection, it is noted that a device for 
determining object distance measurement is not the same as a frequency shifted feedback 
radiation source.
